Fremantle, Feb, 8 

Shipmasters hold little hope for 
the refloating of the two Japanese 
vessels stranded near Point Cloates, 
about. 800 miles north of Fre- 
mantle. 

Some. say .the Shunsel Maru, 
which struck a reef on Friday 
morning while going from Nanking 
to Fremantte, . ie stil! hard -and 
fast, and is leaking in the - for- 
ward tank. . The Chofuku Maru, 
which went to help the Shunsei 
Maru and struck a rock, {a Jeaking 
in her engine room, and as she is 
fully laden . with wheat loaded at 
Fremantle for Shanghai her posi- 
tion is perilous, 

A message received to-day from 
the master of the Shunsef Maru 
anid another Japanese vessel, the 
Miho Maru, was making for the 
stranded vessels, She. should have’ 
reached, the spot at noon to-day, 
The message said 18 of the crow of 
the Chofuku Maru had been trans- 
forred to tho Shunsel Maru, but 
neither vessel had been .abandoned. 

It is thought probable that the 
Miho Maru will take ‘off the crews 
‘of the other vessels and leave only 
sufficient men to retain possession 
underwriters decide on 
salvaging such fittings’ a8 can be 
caaily moved, 

The three vessels concerned are 
old British tramps, - and one, the 
Miho Maru, was formerly the Aus-

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WHY SCHOOL TALKS TRAGEDY OF “QUEER 


* FAILED. 


[Sir C. Trevelyan Reveals 
His Proposals. 


Sir Charles Trevelyan, the Pre- 


sident of the Board: of Education, |° 


diseosed Inst month the proposals 
over Which the recent Conference 
on Voluntary Schools broke down. 

It was the breakdown of this 
Conterence which led to the defent 
of the Government on Mr. Scurr's 
amendment to the School Attend- 
ance Bill. 

“The representatives of the local 
Authorities, of the teachers, ‘of the 
Church of England and of the 
Catholics: thought these proposals 
could be presented to their various 
interests with a likelihood of ac- 
ceptance,” says the statement issu- 
ed by the Minister, 

“The Free Church representa- 
tives thought them still unaccept- 
able, 

“Local education authorities,” the 
proposals read, “may make arrange- 
ments with managers’ of non- 
provided schools which are required 
for purposes of reorganisation, or 
for raising the school-leaving , age. 

Not Less Than 50 Per Cent. 

“Schools which come within an 
agreement shall be aided towards 
the necessary improvements. or re- 
conditioning to -the extent in the 
original agreement of not less than 
50 per cent. and not more than 75 
per cent. of the cost by the Local 
Education Authority. 

“The Local Authority shall have 
power to make future improve- 
ments, and shall be able to pay 
the whole or such proportion of the 
cost as may be agreed in cach case. 
But the duty of the Managers to 
keep the Schoolhouse in repair re- 
mains unaffected. 

“The school cannot be closed 
without the consent of the Local 
Education Authority. 

“Teachers are to be in the 
employment of the Local Educa- 
tion Authority and are to be ap- 
pointed and dismissed by them." 

Reserved Religious Teachers. 

“The agreement . shall lay down 

how many teachers shall be re- 
served, as having religious qualifica- 
tions, The unreserved teachers 
shall be uppointed ns in Provided 
Schools. But the agreements shall 
permit a variety of arrangements 
as to the methods of appointing 
the reserved teachers. ' 
. “Reserved teachers are to be 
dismissable by the Local Education 
Authority. But the Managers.may 
request the transfer or removal on 
religious grounds, 

“In case of a serfous dendlock 
between the Managers and the 
Local Education Authority as to 
either appointment or dismissal, 
the matter shall be decided by an 
arbitrator appointed by the Board 
of - Education, assisted by two 
assessors. 

“One assessor will be appointed 
‘by the Local Education Authority, 
and the other by the Bishop of the 
Denomination to which the school 
belongs.” 

“In any area where there is no 
effective choice of schools or where 
children are transferred from a 
schoo] provided by the Local Educa- 
tion Authority to a cchool not 50 
provided, or from a non-provided 
school of one denomination to a 
non-provided. school of another 
denomination 

“Any fhild attending the school 
may be’ withdrawn from it during 
the time of religious instruction if 
(1) his parent so desires; (ii) the 
Locel Authority are satisfied that 
arrangements have been made for 
him to attend religious. instruction 
elsewhere. 

“The agreement - may ‘stipulate 
that religious teaching according to, 
an agreed syllabus shall be obliga- 
tory in the school.”

Extraordinary Tale of 
Bavarian Youth, © 


* MURDERED “BY REQUEST. 


Two young women were recently 
murdered at their own roquest, 
within the ruins of a mediaeval 
castle on the desolate mountain of 
Thebes, in Czecho-Slovakia. 

The murderer, Franz Khristina, 
23, a Czech Government offictal, 
who wae tried for his life at Press- 
burg, told a strange story of 
merry making before death that 
must be unique in the annala of 
crime. 

“My flancee, Elizabeth Matula, 
and her friend, Zora Klasovits and 
I determined to die together be- 
cause we were all unhappily in 
love with each other,” -he said.’ 

“We will go .to the Calvary 
mountain in Thebes,’ we told each 
other. 

“The excursion into the realms 
of death began merrily. Both girls 
were in excellent spirits. We ate 
food, sang, and danced at an inn 
on the way, and made the music 
play for us without stopping. 

“When it became dark we set out 
for Thebes. The girls wanted me 
to hurry. ‘No, we have time yet,’ 
I said. 

“On the way up I gave Elizabeth 
my coat because she was cold. 
When we reached the ruins we sat 
down: Elizabeth was on my right 
Zora on my left, and all three of 
us cried. 

“The girls wanted-me to shoot 
them straight away. I said, ‘No, 
we have still time; we will wait 
till it is midnight.’ 

“Elizabeth asked me to shoot her 
first, - but Zora, pushing the re- 
volver into my hands, said ‘Shoot 
me first!’ Still! 1 waited, and 
Elizabeth said, ‘It could have been 
over- long ago.’ 

“After that I do not remember 
clearly what happened. All- 
know is that I shot Elizabeth, ae 
then placed the pistol to my own 
temple. Zora snatched it away. I 
took her head in’ my hands, she 
shut her eyes, and I fired. 

“Then terror overcame me. I 
rushed down the mountain side 
and gave myself up ta the police.” 

Khristina’s appearance is so 
striking, and his influesice over 
women {s so great, that no women 
were permitted to serve on the 
jury. 

He wis ateaced to 10 years’ 
imprisonment.

SHOCKS FOR SUPPORTERS OF THE BIGGER BALL 


MAKING PUTTING MORE DIFFICULT. 


Advocates of the larger golf ball 
recently adopted in the United 
States met an unexpected set-back 

. in the first championship meeting in 
which the new ball was used. 

At had all along been said that, 
the new ball would prove to be 
“pleasant to putt with.” Pleasant it 
may be, but satisfactory it is not. 
It does. not run true, except on the 
most perfect greens—and there are 
very few of those. The Pasadena 


Open championship was won with a

Every effort, in fact, Ia being 
exerted to concen! this simple truth. 
Champion golfers.are brought for- 
ward to testify that all the distance 
lost against the wind on the most 
terrific of drives is a few yards— 
flve, or six, or seven, but no more. 
And these yards are made up when 
the bigger ball is driven with the 
wind behind it. 

That has never been. denied by 
those who’ prefer the standard 
1,62." 1 myself -have emphasised 
this quality of the big ball, 

“Sitting Up.” 

Its inviting way of “sitting up” 
through the fairway, too, is an ad- 
vantage easily admitted. But when 

everything has been said In favour 
of the big ball, the real: reason for 
the change emerges, and that is that 
the big ball is more difficult to con- 
trol than the smaller ball. 

You can be a big hitter without 
‘being a champion, ge'fer, but this 
is not quite 80 easy with the larger 
ball. 

If you hit your shots ‘like a cham- 
pion, you may notice very little 
difference between: the big ball and 
‘he small, But the big ball exacts 
a bigger penalty: for mall in- 
accuracies both through the fair- 
way and on the green. © It em- 
phasises faults of direction, and, 
with the wind to aid it, emphasises 
them further still. 

That is why I have recommended 
newcomers to golf to experiment at 
first: with the big ball. 

The big ball ia not obtainable 
solely in the country of its adoption. 
Any player who wishes can ‘secure 
the American-size ball from his pro- 
fessfonal. A ball of this size haa 
been available: for many years, 


Confidence to the Novice. 


A big ball gives confidence to the 
novice in hitting through the fair- 
ways and in putting; it shows him 
most convincingly the effects of 
slice and pull.

Much depends, 
golfer’s style. ; 

A player who drives a high, 
carrying shot—and some very fine 
golfers do—is more affected by the 
bigger ball than another whose 
drives are low with plenty of run 
on them. 

High shots—and here: 1 go 
against a very general opinion— 
are not necessarily more unreliable 
in a stiff breeze than low shots. 
That is to say, it is quite possibl 
for a player to hit'a soaring” ball 
and control it as well as a player 
who hits a lower ball. But it is 
not usual, For every player whose 
timing gives perfect contro) over a 
ball.struck fairly high into the 
air, there are a thousand who have 
no. such ability. These thousand 
are those who feel most the effect 
of the larger ball. 

‘And it is not these that are caus- 
ing anxiety to the official powers 
of the game. 

Mainstay of the Game. 

The golfers who are making golf 
look ‘too’ aay are’ a Very select 
class, entirely surrounded by 
masses who seldom make golf look 
easy, even with every modern aid. 

These golfers are the mainstay of 
the game. They keep courses open, 
and they crowd public links. 

Golf, it must be remembered, is 
a game that demands upkeep, It 
cannot be played exclusively by a 
coterie, of experts or would-be ex- 
perts.

Diegel won, and the 
A.P.G.A. ledrnt for the first time 
that the cup had been missing for 
three years, A elaim made on the 
fngurance company was disallow- 
ed, on the ground thet no receipt 
was produced from the taxi-driver. 
American P.G.A. bought’ another 
cup, which was this year won by 
T, Armour. Later when a porter 
was cleaning out a storeroom in 
a_Detroit factory, in which Hagen 
is a partner, che found: a leather 
ease benring Hagen’s name. It 
was found to contain the lost cup. 
No one knows how it reached the 
factory through the taxi-driver. 
The British open golf champion- 
ship cup was lost for some years. 
It is stated that W. Park,» who 
won In 1887 and 1889, did not seo 
the cup until 1910. It had been 
found in the window of a pawn- 
broker’s shop in Edinburgh. 


the United States Golf Association, 
recently discussing the new ball 
said:—“Many golfera believe that 
the new ball was brought out aa 
a trick to make things harder for 
them.

“It 
won't cure a hook or”slice, or do 
anything miraculous: it wil] still 
be necessary to hit the ball proper- 
ly to get results. It is interesting 
lo note that aome of the’ profes- 
sionals who at firat complained of 
loss of distance are now singing a 
different tune.” Mr, Ramsay sum- 
med up the position with the fol- 
lowing remark: “So far as pro- 
fessionals are concerned the result 
will be the same, and go far as the 
average players are concerned 
much better.” :

‘The Deep-Lying Causes 
of Depression.

“Although the indices of busi-« 
ness activity,” says the Federation 
of British Industries review for 
the first quarter: of 193), “show as 
yet no signs of the lifting of tho 
cloud of depression, it is still pos- 
sible to hope that the spring will 
see sonic improvement, ,Unfor- 
tunately, even if this improvement 
materlalises, it will net mean that 
real recovery is under way. On 
the contrary, there is a danger 
that, if it should* become marked, 
it may encourage premature optim- 
ism and so postpone the re-estab- 
lishment of equilibrium.” 

The bulletin rejects the idea that 
the trade depression is part of a 
trade cycle of the traditional type 
which will soon develop into the 
traditional recovery. The root of 
the trouble, it is suggested, lies 
much deeper, and consists of an 
unorganised gencral’ over-produc- 
tion which has been developing 
ever since the War. 

Foreign Lending. 

“No preparations were being 
made,” it says, “to provide addi- 
tional markets for those goods, 
Before’the War, working ahead of 
the forces of production were the 
outposts of investment’ preparing 
new openings for sales and poten- 
tial consumers, so that pari passu. 
with the increases in world pro- 
duction there occurred increases in 
world demand. During the past 
deeade hardly any of this prepara- 
tory work was being carried out.” 

“The inter-relations of produc- 
ing countries generally and their 
consuming markets need to be re- 
viewed and in many directions pro- 
joundly modified.” 

. The bulletin suggests that Great 
Britain must take steps to “adjust. 
our foreign exchange position to 
bring it into line with the needs 
of trade.” This must involve some 
sort of selective embargo on for- 
eign investment, or the granting of 
preferential treatment to loans in- 
tended to foster directly the em- 


ployment of British labour or the |. 


use of British materials. ! 

The main -readjugimepts needed 
can be summarised “by ‘saying that 
(1) British production costs ‘must 
be brought into line with world 
prices, and (2) British monetary 
policy must be adjusted to over- 
come the obstacles to the free flow 
of international credit and foroign 
investment caused by the aggrega- 
tion and sterilisation of gold by 
rertain countries.

‘Mr, R. M. Dyer, after the Loyal

preciate the difficulties which beset 
the way and made difficult the path 
of those ongaged in applied science.

Mr. Dyer continued: To meet 
the demand for greater economy, 
from our principal client the ship- 
owner, many firms have spent a 
great deal of time and. money in 
costly experimental work, entalling 
financial losses with the resulting 
disappointing balance sheets, but a 
great deal has been achieved.

Here is an attractive piece of 
furniture which, ‘besides being 
handy for holding slippers, serves 
also ay a foot-stool.

Books on the religions of the 
world may generally be placed 
under one of the three different 
types i— ce 

(a) There is the broad survey 
by one mind, attempting to 
analyse the expression of the re- 
liglous consciousness and emotion 

as displayed in each of the differ- 
ent religions of the world. This 
method has certain marked disad- 
vantages aa well as some advan- 
tages. One mind can hardly sur- 
vey with uny rensonable hope of 
necurney or insight all the differ- 
ent religions, Even to attempt 
such may only blunt the proper 
appreciation of any, and may give 
rise to a cynical distrust of all, 
Still, stich a system has its advan- 
tages. All the religions are view- 
ed, more or less, from the outside, 
and a better appreciation ia thus 
ywatned, not only of their place in 
the world of thought, put of their 
effect on one another and of the 
elements borrowed by the young- 
er .from the older religion. No 
religion is probably given that 
supreme pedestal above criticism | 
or examination on to which the | 
rapt devotee may elevate the re- 
ligion of his choice. 
Survey by Many Minds. H 
(vb) Another type of the his- 
tory of religions may be a broad 
survey by many minds, ca-h writ- 
er giving a detailed account of the 
religion on which he has become 
- an acknowledged authority. This 
syatem hag also its advantages 
and disadvantages. It js often 
more authoritative in its scholar- 
ship and outlook than ‘a book by a 
single author can be. The read- 
er may be able to sense this as 
he reads the accounts of the rell- 
gions. The viewpoint will prob- 
ably also be objective, as an au- 
thor who makes a scholarly lfe- 
- gtudy of a religion is unlikely to 

be a whole-hearted convert, On 
the other hand, such a work fs 
almost bound to have less unity

The best face possible is put on 
each religion; and it is always a 
very pleasing thing to read an ac- 
count of a religion in which one 
toes not believe written by one 
who is a fervent believer. 


On the other hand, thera are 
numerous disadvantages. We very 
much doubt {f a firm belfever in 
any religion could write a ‘satis- 
factory account of the foundations 
and history of that Faith. The 
very fact that it Is his religion 
and that he has accepted it places 
it outside the-reach of his critical 
{neulty and historieal judgment. 


Newman and Gibbon.

Gibbon tried to write a 
history of enrly Christianity. 
Newman thought this blasphemy.

In fact, 
from perusing the article the 
reader might easily come to the 
conclusion that the-author was a 
Jew with a brief for Moses. 
_ The treatment of, the Hebrew 
religion is more remarkable for 
what is left out than for what is 
included. Nothing is emphasised 
of the hardness of tha old Hebrew 
religion; nothing of its phallic- 
ism; and the low estimate of 
women, instead of being emphasis- 
ed, is in a kind of obverse exalt- 
ed into a virtue by saying, “It is, 
indeed, a characteristic feature of 
the Hebrew . religiof- that the 
Bible has no word for ‘goddess’.” 
The reault of this lack in the 
Hebrew religion has been, in part, 
the low estimate of women carried 
over into Christianity, and the de- |, 
velopment of an exotic Mariolatry 
in the less harsh minded adher- 
ents of Christianity in the sunny 
south.

The artiele on Christianity is 
the ‘longest in the book, It would 
really require a review all to it- 
self. It contains useful sum- 
maries of the attitude of early 
historical figures, such as, Origen, 
Tertullian, St. Thomas Aquinas, 
ate; but from our point of view 
it lenves much to be desired. 


Eath chapter In the book hns a 
very useful bibliography of stand- 
ard works on the various religions. 
As these are mostly German they 
are very useful to a British read- 
er. The references to British au- 
thorities are few and without dis- 
crimination, For example, no 
mention in the whole book is made 
of any of Mias Harrison's books 
on the Greek ‘religion (the Pro- 
legomena, Themis, etc.), though 
she was a brilliant and scholarly 
writer, and as a thinker vastly 
superior to any of the authorities 
quoted at the end of the chapter 
on Greck, and Roman religion. . 

Then no mention is made of the 
brilliant researches of Dr. Rendel 
Harris; and .the works of .the 
Japanese on their own religion

DISTINGUISHING BADGES FOR 
OFFICERS. 


GOLD SLEEVE BANDS. 

Officers of our mercantile alr 
service are now to be distinguished : 
by badges analogous to those of the| 
mercantile marine. 

The pilots in command of the air- 
liners of Imperial Airways, accord- 
ing to Instructions which have now 
been fssued, are to wear two half- 
inch gold bands ‘on the slecves of 
thelr blue uniforms. 

Second officers of air-liners— 
pilots who although fully experienc- 
ed and having had many hours in 
charge of smaller craft, are not yet 
entitled to take sole charge of a 
large, multi-engined machine—aro 
to wear single half-inch ‘gold 
sleeve-bands, 

After having ‘flown for five years 
In chargq of Imperial Airways 
craft, pilota will ba entitled to wear 
an eight-pointed gold star just 
above their sleeve-bands. 

Pilots who have. risen in the 
Company's service till they are at 
the head of group of pilots flying 
in any of the divisions along main; 
routes, are to be distinguished by 
wearing three gold aleeve-bands. 

Station superintendents of Im- 
perial Airways of the first-class are 
to be distinguished by a quarter- 
inch: white cloth sleeve band in be- 
tween two half-inch gold bands, 
while second-class station esuperin- 
tendents will have one half-inch 
gold band sewn over and immediate- 
ly below o quarter-inch white cloth 
band. The work of these airway 
station superintendents {fs analogous 
to that of'a purser in the mercan- 
tile marine. "
